From 15 June 
through 15 September there were daily trains to Moscow; after 15 


‘September, every other day. All were powered by steam locomotives. 


There were no electrified railroad lines in Armenia.

(3) Cement storage building - a single-story structure, three walls 
of which were of stone; the fourth side was open to permit truoks 
to enter the building and load cement. Dimensions were 22x6x5m, 
and the structure had a sheet-metal roof. Cement was unloaded 
from railroad cars through big windows; approximately two rail- 
road cars could be unloaded simultaneously. Possibly 100 to 
150 tons of cement were stored here at any one time. 


(4) Warehouse - a one-story. L-shaped structure. Total size of the 
pbuilding (4) and (5) was 5OmxiOx7m. It had a metal, hip roof. 
The building was used for storing engine and machine parts, 


picks, shovels, and other tools. Tires, road signs, aha esther 
miscellaneous supplies were stored in the attic.

(9) Bitumen boilers - concrete boilers lined with fire-resistant brick; 
the boilers were out in the open. Two were operational, while a 
third one was a spare. The volume of each was 21 tons. Bitumen 
was heated to 170 to 180 degrees cent¢grade. The boilers were 
fed with black oil. Valves and hoses were located on the open. 
side of the boilers, from which special trucks could be loaded 
by means of gravity,and then take the pitumen to various road 
construction areas. 


(10) Fire watch - a one-story, stone building ,4x3x4m, with a tarpaper, 
- ghed-type roof. The building contained @ water pump, hoses, sand 


pails, picks, shovels, other fire fighting equipment. There was 25X1 
one fire instructor for the plant.

(12) Office building - a one-story, stone building 8x5x5m. 
The entire area of UShosDor Tar Supply Point, 350x175m, was fenced off. 
A stone fence, two meters high,was on three sides and a slag-concrete 
fence two meters high was on the back side. Much of the work here 


was seasonal and shifts varied with the jobs, such as heating and 
preparing the asphalt, truck-leading, etc.
